Stockton Tragedy Continues 


On April 27,the Southeast Asian commu- 
nity of Stockton marked the 100th day Since 
the Jan. 17 massacre at the Cieveland Ele- 
mentary School playground 记 which five 
children were Killed and 29 others and a 
teacher were wounded. 

Four of the five dead were children of 
Cambodian refugees. Cambodian Buddhists 
heldreligious ceremonies to free the souls of 
the dead to go to heaven. 

Their observances give us an Opportunlty 
to wonderhow they are recovering 们 om that 
Senseless tragedy. 

The killer, Patrick Edward Purdy，left at 
least two legacies with his mmurderous Iam- 
pagethatendedinhim killinghimselftbefore 
he could be apprehended. 

One ofhislegacies was the popular outcry 
toban military-style asSault weapons Such as 
the AK-47 semiautomatic Tifle he used to 
spray more than 100 rounds of ammunition 
into the crowd of primary-school age chil- 
dren.

His other legacy is much less visible and 
public.

Children of Refugees Face 
Cultural Conflicts And Isolation

Integration not assimilation”is key to 
Southeast Asians' Survival in America, Viet 
namese Community leader Vu-Duc Vuong 
told social work students and professionals at 
aa Conference On People of color and their 
mental health needs. 

Because discrimination against ethnic 
minoritiesljsafactoflifeintheUnited States， 
Vu-Ducsaidhebelieves that “thenameofthe 
game [for Southeast Asians] is balance”to 
leam the ways of the American culture while 
Ietaining their Own unique cultural values， 
norms and customs. 

Vu-Duc, executive director of the Center 
for Southeast Asian Refugee Resettlement， 
made his comments at One of several woOrk- 
Shops presented at 3a conference for social 
workers entitled “TIhe AmericansAmong Us: 
When the Minorities are the Majority”held 
at San Francisco State University and Spon- 
Sored by the Social Work Department s 
Center for Cross-Cultural Research and So- 
Clial WOoIk Practice. 

The Center，which opened in September 
1988,1Ss “dedicatedtoinfusing greateraware= 
ness and knowjledge of our country's diver- 
Sity intothe soclal workandhighereducation 
curriculum,” ”said conference organizer and 
Center director 9usan Sung. 

Peter Vang，resettlement director at the 
Lao Family Community of Fresno, a multi- 
Service Organization for Laos and Hmongs， 
SpOoke on the difficulty Laotians face in ad- 
justing to the American way of life. Often 
Americans misinterpret Or misunderstand 
many ofhils culture's customs and behaviors. 
While two men Or women holding hands is 


acceptable behaviorin Laos, in the US “they 
thinkwe'Tegayevenifwe'Tenot Vang Said. 
Similarly,henoted,LaosconsidertheAmeri- 
can custom of shaking hands in greeting as 
inappropriate. 

ForthoseSoutheastAsians bornandraised 
in the United States, acculturation poses dif- 
ferent problems, the panelists agreed.

Vang said,learnsEnglishduickly and tries to 
embrace the American culture wholeheart- 
edly. 

Butthe child's adjustment may be decep- 
tive, Vu-Duc warned. Often Southeast Asian 
youth do not adedquately develop their 
“people skills”and are unable, both as Stu: 
dents and in their later career life, to fuly 
integrate into American SOCiety. Unable to 
buildupanadequate Supportsystem atschool 
and work, many Southeast Asian Americans 
become isolated. This isolation can, in the 
child's adult life, prevent him from getting 
job promotions or obtaining 3a Successful 
career, VU-Duc Said. 

“Thisis oftentherealitybehindthemythof 
the [Asian] valedictorian ,”Vu-Duc said. 
“We must work with students，Vu-Duc in- 
Sisted，“to Create amulti-faceted person and 
not just an academic perSson.” 

Survival and adjustment in America 1S 
often further complicated by the fact that 
many Southeast ASians are Still recovering 
位 om the emotional trauma of war and Dov- 
erty in thelir homelands.“You think they'Te 
doing fine，observed Prang Thach, a Cam- 
bodian social worker in Alameda, “but 
they "re not.”
